INSTRUCTIONS 



Always make a gauge swatch! Make a 1 2 x 1 2 cm/ 4% x 4%" swatch 
in the pattern stitch of the desired Model. Then measure the stitches 
and rows over a 1 0 x 1 0 cm/4 x 4" area. If there are fewer stitches than 
specified in the instructions: either knit tighter, or use smaller needles 
(1/2 or a whole needle size). If you have more stitches: Try to knit looser 
or use larger needles. 

Please note: Knitting will vary. Therefore, the gauge and needle infor- 
mation stated on the yarn label is simply a suggestion. Also, the gauge 
is always given over stockinette stitch. Therefore, for perfect results it is 
a must to take your gauge in the pattern stitch. And by doing so, your 
favorite model will not only look good, but will also fit!

Materials: Lana Grossa “Silkhair 
Lux”, 62 % Mohair, 33 % Silk, 5 % 
Polyester, yardage 190 m/25 g: 
approx 100 (125) g Grau - gray 
(#504); knitting needles one pair size 
5 mm (US 8), one short circular 
needle size 5 mm (US 8). 



Pat St, multiple of 2 sts + 1 +2 
selvage sts: Row 1 (RS): 1 selvage 
St, * PI , K1 tbi (through back loop); 
rep from *, end PI , 1 selvage st. 
Row 2 (WS): 1 selvage st, * K1 , PI 
tbI; rep from *, end K1 , 1 selvage st. 
Rep rows 1 and 2. 

Full-fashioned double decreases: 
RH side: 1 selvage st, PI , K1 tbi, PI , 
K3 tog tbi; LH side: work to last 7 
sts. K3tog tbi, PI. K1 tbi, PI. 1 
selvage st. 

Gauge: 15,5 sts and 24 rows = 10 
X 1 0 cm/4 X 4” over Pat st with 5 mm 
needles. 

Back: With 5 mm needles cast on 
7 1 (79) sts and work in Pat st for 41 
cm/16” from. beg. For the raglan 
armhole shaping, bind off 2 sts at 
beg of next 2 rows, then work full- 
fashioned double dec each side 
every 4th row 6 times and every 2nd 
row 3 (5) times = 31 sts. When Back 
measures 54 (56) cm/21 14 (22)” from 
beg place rem 31 sts on a holder. 
Front: With 5 mm needles cast on 
7 1 (79) sts and work in Pat st for 41 
cm/16” from beg. For the raglan 



armhole shaping, bind off 2 sts at 
beg of next 2 rows, then work full- 
fashioned double dec each side 
every 4th row 3 times and every 2nd 
row 5 (7) times = 35 sts. When Front 
measures 51 (53) cm/20 (21)” from 
beg place rem 35 sts on a holder. 
Left Sleeve: With 5 mm needles cast 
on 37 (39) sts and work in Pat st, inc 
1 st each side every 30th row 3 
times (every 1 6th row 6 times) = 43 
(51) sts. Work even until Sleeve 
measures 49 (47) cm/1 914 (181/2)" 
from beg. For the raglan cap 
shaping, bind off 2 sts at beg of 
next 2 rows, then work full- 
fashioned double dec as foil: at RH 
side every 4th row 6 times and 
every 2nd row 3 (5) times and at 
LH side every 4th row 3 times and 
every 2nd row 5 (7) times. When 
Sleeve measures 59 cm/2314” 
from beg, bind off at LH side 2 sts 
once and 1 st 3 times. Work Right 
Sleeve to correspond, reversing 
cap shaping. 

Finishing: Block pieces to 
measurements. Sew raglan sleeve 



caps into raglan armholes. With 5 
mm circular needle pick up 10 sts 
along top edge of Left Sleeve, work 
35 sts from Front holder in pat, then 
pick up 1 0 sts along top edge of 
Right Sleeve and then work 31 sts 
from Back holder in pat = 86 sts. 
Then work all sts in Pat st for 1 3 
cm/5”. Bind off all sts loosely. Sew 
side and sleeve seams.

1 st less every 2nd row 1 2 times = 
76 (82) sts. When piece measures 
23 (24) cm/9 (9V2)” from beg at LH 
side on every foil row work 18 (20) 
sts less 2 times and 20 (21) sts 
less 2 times. 

Right Leg: Work to correspond to 
left leg, reversing shaping. 
Finishing; Block pieces to 
measurements. With Dunkelblau « 
work 4 rows in Bobble pat along 
lower edge of legs. Sew front and 



back seams. With Beige work 1 rnd 
sc in and 1 rnd crab st (= sc from left 
to right) along top edge of shorts. 
Sew leg seams. With Hellgrau make 
a twisted cord approx 130 cm/51 ” 
finished length and weave through 
the next to last row of the Pat st.

Finishing: Block pieces to measure- 
ments. Sew shoulder seams. Work 1 
row sc along back placket edge. With 
center of bound-off sts of sleeve at 
shoulder seam, sew top of sleeve to 
front and back. Sew side and sleeve 
seams. For the band, with 4,5 mm 
needles cast on 19 sts and work as 
foil: 1 selvage st, [K1 , PI] 2 times (for

each sizes 9 and 1 0 mm (US 1 3 and 
15), one circular needle size 9 mm 
(US 13).

Left Front: With 9 mm needles and 
double strand = 1 strand “Dacapo” 
and 1 strand “Flu”, cast on 26 (28) 
sts and work in garter st for 5 cm/2", 
beg with a WS row. Change to 10 
mm needles and work in St st. For 
the waist shaping, dec 1 st at RH 
side on the 6th row and every 4th 
row once more = 24 (26) sts, then 
for the side shaping, inc 1 st at RH 
side every 1 0th row twice = 26 (28) 
sts. When Left Front measures 29 
(31) cm/1iy2 (12%)” from beg, for 
the neck shaping, work full- 
fashioned dec at LH side on next 
row and every 4th row 8 times, at the 
same time, when Left Front 
measures 34 cm/1 3y2" from beg, for 
the armhole shaping work full- 
fashioned dec at RH side on next 
row and every 2nd row 3 times. 
When Left Front measures 53 (55) 
cm/21 (21%)” from beg, for the

On the 
last WS row, dec 0 (4) sts evenly 
spaced across = 38 (42) sts. 
Change to 7 mm needles and work 
in Eyelet pat until piece measures 
15,5 cm/ 6 " from beg. For the cap 
shaping, bind off 3 sts at beg of 
next 2 rows, 2 sts at beg of next 2 
rows, dec 1 st each side every 2 nd 
row 1 (5) times, every 4th row 5 (3) 
times and then again every 2 nd row 
3 times and bind off 2 sts at beg of 
next 2 rows = 6 sts. When piece 



measures 36 cm/14” from beg, 
bind off rem 6 sts.

The very special light of the dark continent brings luminosity to the 
fantastic reds, glowing in all gradations of shade from ocre to tile, to warm brown tones. 

It is these colors, above all, which permeate the current Ethno trend. 



Indeed, textile traditions also have an influence on the 
designs. The inspirations here come from African woven 
art: Stripes, geometrical decoration and zigzag lines, as 
they have decorated blankets, cloth and fabrics for the 
most different African people for centuries. 

The exotic impression is created from these elements. 
Homesickness and longing for the source are included. 

The matching styling incorporates these associations: 
Jewelry from natural materials such as horn and wood, 
traditional clothing with a modern interpretation such as 
Sarouel trousers with a low crotch or wide, baggy trousers, 
shawls and tunics perfect the look. But it is never about 
imitating authentic African clothing. The richness of the 
artisan crafts of this continent is used in a playful way, 
simply in order to create beautiful garments. The exotic 
magic of Africa enriches the European tradition of 
knitting through and through. 

It is this openness for the strange and exotic, the carefree 
together with European influences, modern materials and 
traditional knitting techniques combined which make this 
fashion so exciting. And the treasure which is created from 
this trend is the variety and richness of handicrafts from 
Africa and the whole world.

Design 64 

Top With Frilled Hem 

Sizes: 8/10 (12/14) 

Materials: 200 (250) g Brown (col 29) 
and 100 (150) g Orange (col 24) “Linarte" 
(40% viscose, 30% cotton, 20% linen, 
10% polyamide, RL = 125 m/50 g) from 
LANA 6R0SSA. 1 KNIT-PRO crochet 
hook size 3 and 1 pair KNIT-PRO quick 
knit needles size 4.5. Three buttons (art. 
#11292) from JIM KNOPF. 

Wave pattern: Multiple of sts 12 + 2 selv 
sts. Work acc to chart 1. RS and WS 
rows are shown. Rep pat and rows 1 - 4 
between selv sts throughout. 

Stripe sequence: Alt 8 rows each in 
Brown and Orange. 

Zigzag pattern: Multiple of 20 + 5 + 2 selv 
sts. Work acc to chart 2. RS and WS rows 
are shown. Beg with 1 selv st and sts 
before pat rep, rep pat throughout, and 
end with sts after pat rep and 1 selv st. 
Work rows 1 - 22 once. 

Gauge worked over wave pat: 23 sts and 
37 rows = 10 X 10 cm; Zigzag border: 22 
rows = 9 cm; sc: 52 sts = 22 cm. 

Note: Begin top in two sections, from 
center front to center back, working 
from side to side. Arrow in schematic = 
direction of knitting. 

Left front and back halves: Make 52 ch 
and 1 turning ch in Brown and work 2 cm 
sc for closure border. Pick up 62 sts from 
last row of front closure border as foil: 
Pick up 1 selv st and 7 sts from first 7 sts, 
29 sts altog from foil 19 sts and 24 sts 
altog and 1 selv st from last 26 sts = 62 
sts. Then work in wave pat acc to stripe 
sequence. When work meas 38 cm = 140 
rows (42 cm = 156 rows) from border, 
bind off all sts. 



Right front and back halves: Work in 
reverse, but when border meas 5 cm, 
work 3 buttonholes as foil: Sk 2 sc with 2 
ch. Work first buttonhole 2 cm from lower 
edge, the next 2 buttonholes at a distance 
of 8 cm each. 

Hem border: Cast on 247 (267) sts and 
work in zigzag pat, observing decs on 
last WS row = 125 (135) sts. When work 
meas 9 cm = 22 rows from beg, bind off 
all sts. 

Finishing: Join bound-off rows of both 
halves with mattress stitch (= back center 
seam). For the straps, at a distance of 8 
cm each, join yarn col Brown to 6 sc and 
work sc for 36 (40) cm. Fasten off and

sew to back in reverse to each other. Work 
all edges, except lower edge, with 1 row 
crab st (= sc from left to right) in Brown.
